N. D. Honors 
Associate Justice 
Of Sacred Rota 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Members of 
the student body and faculty in 
the College of Law at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame on December 
20 presented a scroll of apprecia- 
tion to’the Rt. Rev. Msgr. William 
Doheny, C.S.C., Professor of Legal 
Ethics at Notre Dame, who left 
Thursday for Rome to assume du- 
ties as an associate justice on the 
Sacred Roman Rota, supreme ec- 
clesiastical court. 

Monsignor Doheny, a foremost 
authority on Canon Law, was ap- 
pointed to the Rota on November 
18 by Pope Pius XII. He is the 
first American religious ever 
named to sit on the Rota, which 
hears appeals from ecclesiastical 
tribunals throughout the world. 

The scroll cites Monsignor 
Doheny for instilling in students 
in the College of Law at Notre 
Dame a “deep sense of the true 
purpose of the Christian lawyer.” 
The scroll was presented to Mon- 
signor Doheny by ‘Professor Wil- 
liam D: Rollison, of the College of 
Law at Notre Dame. Monsignor 
Doheny also was given a wrist 
watch as a token from the Notre 
Dame Law Club, composed of 
Notre Dame students. 

Mensignor Doheny, in response, 
told those in attendance at the 
special convocation that the next 
generation will see “American law 
emerge as absolutely pagan or 
truly Christian.” He pointed out 
that American law has become 
“empty, hollow and without mean- 
ing because it has been detached 
from the Eternal Law and the 
Natural Law.”

Pope Receives 


Italy’s President 
In State Visit 


Leaders Converse 
In Traditional Latin 
During Audience 


Vatican City—The state’ visit 
of Luigi Einaudi, President of 
Italy, to His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII presented a link with the past 
and a pledge for the future—that 
despite countless difficulties Italy 
is striving to rise from the ruins 
to regain her place among the 
Christian nations of the west. 


As kings and heads of state had 
dune before him, the first Presi- 
dent of this new Republic came 
to pay his official respects of the 
Vicar of Christ on Earth amid the 
pomp and splendor of ancient 
days. 

The reception tendered him by 
the Holy Father was marked by 
notes both old and new. On this 
solemn occasion, the Pontiff used 
what I! Quotidiano, Catholic Action 
daily, called “a characteristic and 
significant innovation,” the tradi- 
tional solemn language of the 
Holy See—Latin. 


In the view of Quotidiano, this 
gesture of Pope Pius was “an 
august recognition of the high cul- 
ture and remarkable scientific 
merits of his illustrious visitor: a 
most singular manifestation of his 
respect.” 


Like many of his predecessors, 
too, the Holy Father expressed to 
this head of state his yearning for 
true peace for Italy and the world. 
and “above all the relief of the 
poor and needy.” 


Pope Pius told the President 
that he hoped Italy would be able 
to recover quickly from “the still 
unhealed wounds of s most atro- 
cious war,” and take the place 
which Divine counsel has assigned 
her and history has confirmed and 


her geographical position deter- 
mined. 


In the opinion o¢ the Pope this 
place and time were not during 
the era of her pagan greatness, but 
when, “with the victory of the 
Christian religion,” Rome truly 
became the mistress of the world, 
and then most thoroughly dis- 
charged her task, persisting in 
teaching that all men have the 
sume God as Father, that all are 
redeemed by the same Blood of 
Christ, and all are destined to the 
same Heavenly home, 

In addition to the short Latin 
discourse, the conversation be- 
tween the Pope and the President 
lasted 25 minutes, after which 
Foreign Minister Carlo Sforza 
joined them for a few minutes.

Discussing the relations between 
the American Military Government 
authorities and the German peo- 
ple, Bishop Muench said that “noth- 
ing has served more effectively in 
building up the prestige of the 
United States among the Germans 
than the Berlin airlift.” 


“Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American} 


Military Governor in Germany, his 
officers and men deserve the full- 
est credit for making such great 
sacrifices in bringing the essentials 
of life to the people of Berlin,” he 
added. “The Berlin airlift “will go 
down as the most glorious chapter 
in the history of the American oc- 
cupation army in Germany.” 


Bishop Muench also noted a “con- 
siderable improvement” in the rela- 
tions between American authori- 
ties and German authorities of 
both Church and State during the 
past year. He said that confer- 
ences are continuously taking place 
between American and German 
leaders in their respective fields, 
with both sides anxious to sur- 
vey and study the problems and to 
find ways and means of overcom- 
ing difficulties and reconciling di- 
vergent views.

The Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., President of Notre Dame, 
stressed that the principles of Na- 
tural Law are- unchanging plin- 
ciples based on right reason and 
logic “that give uniform direction 
of the course of law in spite of all 
changes of circumstances and time 
and human society.” 


The Natural Law was stressed 
as the basis of all law by other 
speakers who included: Dr, Ern- 
est Levy, Professor of Law at the 
University of Washington; Dr. 
Gordon Hall Gerould, Professor 
Emeritus of English at Princeton 
University; and Dr. Heinrich A. 
Rommen, Professor of Political 
Science at the College of St. 
Thomas, St. Paul, Minn. 


Ben W. Palmer, prominent Min- 
neapolis, Minn., attorney, speaking 
informally at the. Institute pre- 
dicted that “Notre Dame, already 
known throughout the world for 
scholarship quality and football 
prowess, may in the future be 
widely known as the fountainhead 
of the revival of the Natural Law.”

Rev. John M. Oesferreicher, Convert From 
Judaism, Reviews Work Of The Church 
In Behalf Of Race During The Centuries 


New York—(NC)—The United States has become the 
center of the Jewish world and it must therefore be the heart 
from which will surge a new effort to bring Christ to the 
Jews, says the Rev. John M. Oesterreicher im a 96-page 
study, “The Apostolate to the Jews.” 

The study is published by The Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Paith and The Mis-¢ 


sionary Union of the Clergy under 
the leadership of Bishop Thomas J. 
McDonnell, Auxiliary of New York 
and National Director of the So- 
ciety. It is the December issue of 
the Society’s Missionary 
mia, a series, now in its sixth year, 
of interesting studies on missions 
which are used in all seminaries 


of the country. 


Father Ocesterreicher, himself a 
eonvert from Judaism, was born im 
Austria in 1904. While a medical 
student, the works of Cardmal 
Newman afd others “compelied” 
bim to become a2 Catholic. He was 
ordained in St. Stepben’s Cathe- 
dral, Vienna, in 1927, and is now 
assistant at the Chureh of the 
Assumption, New York, and re- 
search professor of Sacred Theol- 
ory at Manhattanville College of 
the Sacred Heart.

Illinois Supreme Court 


Addressing a Catholic group on Oct. 29, 1948, 
Justice Thompson said: 


“There are those today who ¢ontend that 
the reading of the Bible and the Lord’s Prayer 
in public schools, having a Chaplain for the 
House of Congress, compulsory attendance at 
chirch services in military and naval academies, 
and the conducting of religious education classes 
on what is known as ‘released time,’ along with 
similar other activities, are contrary to the First 
and Fourteenth amendments to the Federal Con- 
stitution. 


“I do not believe it was the intent of the 
Founding Fathers to abolish religious activities 
in the organizations I have just mentioned. To 
them and to us religious ideals form the founda- 
tions for Democratic ideals: It would seem, un- 
der any analysis, their idea rather was to make 
the State neutral between the: Church ‘and the 
various religious faiths—not to discourage reli- 
gion in all its forms. 


“If the views of those opposed to the activ- 
ities I have just mentioned were carried to their 
logical conclusion, the practice of singing in 
school such songs as ‘God Bless America,’ 
‘America the Beautiful,’ ‘America,’ and even our 
National Anthem would be prohibited because it 
makes reference to the Deity...

A Little Known Convert 


psi reports on the decision of 
the Post Office Department to 
observe the centenary of the birth 
of Joel Chandler Harris, the South- 
ern apostle of interracial justice, 
by issuing a special postage stamp, 
did not enlighten the people con- 
cerning. who this gentleman was. 
As a youngster he attended school 
in the south until he was thirteen 
years of age, but was editor of a 
country newspaper at the age of 
nineteen, and had become known 
throughout the world before he 
was thirty, because of his stories 
dealing with life in our southland. 

He married an Esther LaRose, 
a French-Canadian Catholic girl, 
whom he met while she was visit- 
ing in Savannah. His children, 
two boys ahd two girls, were edu- 
cated respectively by the Marist 
Brothers in Canada and by the 
Sisters of St. Joseph in Washing- 
ton, Georgia. Mr. Harris be- 
came a convert to the Church be- 
fore he died and when he took that 
step made the following observa- 
tion: “I have put off this matter 
toe long; procrastination has al- 
ways been the bugbear of my life.” 


How Wrong She Is! 


XPLAINING why she has not 
been at the forefront in the de- 
nunciation of communism, Mrs. 
Franklin Roosevelt recently wrote: 


“I do not know why you should 
think my answers on Communism 
are biased in favor of any total- 
itarian system. I am completely 
opposed to such a s¥stem, whether 
Fascist or Communist. The fact 
that the Russian government, like 
the Hitler government, imposed 
atheism on their people for a tie 
does not mean the people of Russia 
are atheists. In fact, the govern- 
ment has already lifted its ban on 
the various religions and allows 
them complete freedom in Russia 
today. In both cases the effort 
was made to center the interest in 
the state rather than in the church. 
My husband made it one of the 
conditions in the first agreement 
with Russia that people be allowed 
to worship as they desired: How- 
ever, I do not feel that the Epis- 
copal Church is the only church in 
the world and I feel that people 
have a right to make their own 
decisions as to what they mean by 
religious freedom.” 


The good lady is wrong when she 
says, “The government of Russia 
has already lifted its ban on the 
Various religions and allows them 
complete freedom in Russia today.” 
Russia has allowed the Orthodox 
churches to function both in Rus- 
sia and in the satellite countries 
on the condition that they will co- 
operate with the Soviet program, 
which includes the discontinuance 
of all religious schools and the re- 
linquishment of all religious in- 
struction to youths under eighteen. 
There are no Roman Catholic 
priests serving as pastors of 
churches anywhere in Russia, and 
the few Protestant churches which 
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Mrs, Roosevelt shéuld know that 
no one professing Christianity may 
have membership in the one politi- 
cal party permitted in the country, 
and therefore may not hold public 
office or employment under the gov- 
ernment. 


Then her remark to the effect 
that “the fact that the Russian 
government, like the Hitler govern- 
ment, imposed atheism on the peo- 
ple for a time does not mean that 
the people of Russia are atheists” 
is not pertinent. No one finds fault 
with the Russian people, who 
would, for the most part, if they 
could, be good practical church 
members. Our government deals 
not with the Russian people, but 
with the Russian government, and 
if it is atheistic it is anti-God and 
therefore cannot be defended by 
any professed Christian. 


Something Unsaid 


A READER -who perused an ar- 
ticle carried in this paper deal- 
ing with the charge, made by the 
House Committee on un-American 
Activities, that many churchmen 
had been apostles for Communism, 
calls our attention to an utterance 
of “The Council of Bishops of the 
Methodist Church on December 4, 
in which they denied that Commu- 
nism has infiltrated Protestant 
churches.” 


In that article we did not, of 
course, charge that Protestant 
churches as such were working in 
the interests of Communism, un- 
less it be indirectly by their sil- 
ence on Communism over a long 
period of years. But the House 
Committee ‘On un-American Activ- 
ities listed names of clergymen be- 
longing to seven different religious 
bodies, who had not only frequent- 
ly advocated sympathy for com- 
munism, but had worked actively 
with Communist groups. We rep- 
resented that the, information the 
House Committee released was not 
new to us because we had on file 
statements concerning Communist 
activities not only by the clergy- 
men. mentioned. by the House Com- 
mittee, but by many others. In 
fact, it was not long ago that some 
of them accepted an _ invitation 
from Marshall Tito, and a couple 
of others from Joseph Stalin, to 
visit their countries as guests of 
the governments. Then they made 
a report which was very laudatory 
of the ets position to- 
ward religious freedom, and most 
metropolitan papers scored this re- 
port as being palpably false. 

The Council of Bishops, to whom 
our reader refers, republished a 
statement made at the last General 
Conference of the Methodist Church 
in Boston, held in May, which 
reads: “We reject communism, its 
materialism, its method of class 
war, its use of dictatorship, its 
fallacious economics and its false 
theory of social developments but 
we know that the only way to de- 
feat it permanently is to use the 
freedom of- our own democracy to 
establish economic justice and 
racial brotherhood.” 

That was a good statement with 
one exception. It did not denounce 
Communism for its atheism, but 
only for its materialism and its 
false theories of economics. Hence 
that statement could have been 
directed to other granps of men, 
who either believe in the capital- 
ist system or who have allowed too

sufficiently appreciative of the 
great aid they receive from Ca 
lics through the erection and main- 
tenance of their own schools.. Ap- 
Ipreciation was shown recently at 
reenville, Mississippi, where Cath- 
olies are not numerous. It was de- 
cided by the pastor and his people 
in that town to erect’a new $250,- 
000 school, in charge of the Sisters 
of Mercy. As soon as the story 
was given to the papers the editor 
asked non-Catholics to get behind 
it “because since 1888 more than 
10,000 children attended the school, 
many of them non-Catholics.” This 
resulted in the formation, volun- 
tarily, of a non-Catholic committee 
for the purpose of helping raise 
money for the proposed school and 
to “indicate its gratitude and af- 
fection for the Catholics of Green- 
ville. It is now the opportunity 
of those of us not of their Faith 
to offer a kind of testimony show- 
ing our thanks to them.” That is 
certainly an entirely different story 
from the denunciation of the Cath- 
olic Church for asking for the 
recognition of its own schools as 
public. 


The non-Catholic committee re- 
ferred to the “gratitude” which 
Protestants owe the Catholic 
Church for saving the public school 
so much money every year. In 
the city of Chicago Catholics pro- 
vide school room and education, 
without any cost to non-Catholics, 
fer 230,000 children. What if they 
were hot doing this? We mean to 
ask, what if the parents of these 
230,000 children began to use their 
right and privilege to send these 
children to the public schools? 
There would not be room for even 
a fraction of that number, and the 
pcople of Chicago would be un- 
able to build 230 new schools, each 
having a capacity for the accom- 
modation of 1,000 children. Or 
they would have to rent or pur- 
chase the Catholic schools. Not 
only would they have to raise a 
few hundred million more by taxa- 
tion for the erection of 230 schools, 
but they would also have to raise 
othér millions for their equipment 
and to maintain their janitor ser- 
vice, fuel, light, insurance, etc, 

Even the annual gift contributed 
by Catholics, which keeps down 
school taxes for everybody, is cer- 
tainly worthy of gratitude. But 
numerous churchmen who should 
be interested in the promotion of 
the interests of Christ are actually 
inviting others to join, instead, in 
the denunciation of the Catholic 
Church.

| Fist Is Raised To Strike Hung

Developments Portend Arrest And 


Imprisonment Of Countrys Primate

| ATEST indications are that the communist regime in Hun- 
gary has readied itself for the final blow on the person who 
represents the last citadel of opposition in-that country—His 
Eminence Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty, Primate of Hungary. 
After their coup in the spring of 1947 and the window- 
dressing elections of the following fall, the communists were 


able to wipe out all political op-* 


position. The only thing that pre- 
vented absolute Red sway over the 
masses was the religious conscience 
of the people. The regime recently 
deposed the officials of the Luther- 
an Church in Hungary and appoint- 
ed what it describes as “more demo- 
cratic” leaders. Now only the Cath- 
olic Church, headed by Cardinal 
Mindszenty, offers any opposition 
to the dictatorial regime. 


Recently the communist govern- 
ment has taken one action after 
another against the Catholic 
Church in a test of strength. It 
has gotten away with its bold 
measures without much trouble. 

The regime took its most daring 
step last summer when it ordered 
the nationalization of all Catholic 
schools in the country. The move 
was resisted by the Catholic Hier- 
archy, by the clergy, by the Re- 
ligious teaching in the schools and 
by the people. 

The Bishops issued a joint pas- 
toral condemning the move. Cardin- 
al Mindszenty threatened with ex- 
communication every Catholic who 
would aid the scheme. The priests 
pointed out the injustice of this 
unlawful seizure of the schools 
from the pulpits. The faithful pro- 
tested in demonstration, which in 
several places broke into near riots. 
However every demonstration was 
dispersed by communist police arm- 
ed with machine guns, The regime 
did not back down a single step. 
And the schools were taken over. 


Smear Campaign 
Against Cardinal 


The ease with which the govern- 
ment won the battle encouraged it 
to take new bold action. It un- 
leashed a smear campaign against 
Cardinal Mindszenty without paral- 
lel in its period of rule. Cabinet 
members, headed by Premier Lajos 
Dinnyes, began publicly calling the 
prelate “the chief ally of foreign 
imperialists,” “the head of reaction 
in Hungary”; accused him of “us- 
ing the pulpit for political propa- 
ganda,” and charged him with be- 
ing guilty of “anti-democratic ac- 


tions.” This smear campaign has 
reached such proportions that a 
public protest has been made in a 
statement signed by all the other 


Hungarian Bishops. 


Meanwhile, with absolute con- 
fidence in its power, the regime has 
arrested and imprisoned priests by 
the dozen for having opposed the 
nationalization of schools. On the 
premise that this opposition con- 
stituted “an incitement against the 
democratic order of the State” the 
so-called “people’s courts” have 
given out sentences ranging as 
high as six years in prison, ten 
years’ loss of civil rights and con- 
fiscation of half the “offender’s”’ 


property. - 


One of the priests most recently 
arrested is Msgr. Zakar, the Card- 
inal’s personal secretary. The ac- 
cusation made against him by the 
Ministry of Interior is the usual 
fuzzy charge of “anti-national ac- 


tivities.” 


The regime has also disrupted 
the work of Actio Catholica, Hun- 
gary’s Catholic charities organiza- 
tion, with the trial and imprison- 
ment of a number of its top offici- 
als. Msgr. Sigismond Mihalovics, 
the awency’s director who escaped 
from the country, was given a stiff 
prison sentence in absentia. The 
regime has likewise stopped the 
flow of relief goods from American

Nor has he hesitated to re- 
primand the régime on numerous 
other occasions, each of which could 
be understood by the government 
as an “anti-national activity.” Mak- 
ing himself a spokesman for those 
who could not speak out against the 
regime for fear of their livelihood 
and their lives, the Cardinal has 
said: ? 

“T have raised my voice against 
injustices committed by the nazis; 
therefore, I must also raise my 
voice against injustices now, and 
must make myself the spokesman 
of the faithful who are otherwise 
deprived of freedom of expres- 
sion.” 

While the present tempo of at- 
tacks on the Cardinal indicate that 
the regime thinks the time is ripe 
for action against him, it long fol- 
lowed a policy of hesitance. Top 
Red officials have even tried to ap- 
pear friends of the Primate. They 
realized his tremendous popularity 
and feared that ¢-:-ect attacks 
might hopelessly alienate the peo- 
ple and bring with it the threat of 
a revolution. 

They must still be painfully 
aware of the tall, fearless prelate’s 
almost hypnotic sway over the peo- 
ple. They remember that during 
the elaborate ceremonies in the 
fall of 1947 marking the feast. of 
St. Stephen, first Christian king 
of Hungary, spontaneous acclaim 
for the person of Cardinal Minds- 
zenty burst out again and again 
among the 600,000 people who 
marched through the Hungarian 
capital. Shouts of “Long live the 
greatest Hungarian!” became al- 
most deafening.

Admission to the classes was to be 
allowed only upon the express written request 
of parents, and then only to classes designated 
by the parents. They were to be excused by the 
Roard from attendance in the grade schools for 
thirty minutes, and from the junior high school 
for a period of forty-five minutes, in each week, 
for participation in the religious education 
classes. Classes were to be scheduled so as not 
to interfere with the regular public school classes 
after consultation with the public school teachers.

ported by public taxation, even on a voluntary . 
basis, is unconstitutional. 

“To reach such a conclusion we must as- 
sume an attitude which goes far beyond that 
which the framers of our Constitution intended. 
Instead of the idea that the government should 
be neutral between the churches, the policy 
seems to be that it should be neutral between an 
aggressive attitude of worldliness on one side, 
and between positive forms of religion on the 
other .:. 

“Let us look at the origin and background 
of our constitutional provision in this respect. 
As far back as 1665, Parliament had enacted a 
law to compel all persons to attend the establish- 
ed church of England, which was formerly Cath- 
olic, and then Episcopal. Thousands, Catholics, 
Protestants, men and women of many faiths, did 
not want to belong to or be compelled to support 
the Church of England. 

“Parliament then passed an act for the pur- 
pose of coercing such dissenters. Any non-Epis- 
copalians over sixteen years of age, who met 
in groups of five or more for religious worship, 
could be imprisoned or transported ‘beyond the 
seas.’ 

“Parliament also enacted the “Test Act,’ 
providing that no one couid hold public office.un- 
less he took an oath that he would support the 
Established Church. This law, which united 
Church and State in England, caused thousands 
to emigrate to America where they hoped to be 
free to worship God according to their own con- 
science. They wanted the right to hold publie 
office, and they did not want to pay taxes to . 
support the Episcopal Church. .It was through 
their efforts the Constitution of 1788 provided 
that ‘no religious test’ should ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public trust, 
and following that the first article of the Bill of 
Rights respecting the establishment of religion 
was written. 

“From this background and from these 
provisions can it reasonably be said that the 
authors of the Constitution intended to prohibit 
anything except a ‘Test Act’ for holding publie 
office and an Established Church? 

“The Federal Constitution provides, ‘Con- 
gress shall make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion or prohibiting the free ex- 


ercise thereof.’ ”

Some months back, in launching 
a series of petulant attacks on the 
beliefs of Eatholies, a writer re- 
marked that a “new” opposition to 
the Catholic Church has arisen, not 
from doctrinal Protestantism but 
from “liberalism.” 

Even the thought of this is, for 
the “liberal,” the ultimate horror 

, equivalent to Colonel Blimp’s 
groan when he damns some institu- 
tion as “definitely un-British.” 

“Liberal” opposition to the Cath- 
dic Church is, however, nothing 
new, as the gentleman would know 
if he were acquainted with the 
“iberals” of even the past cen- 
tury. “Liberals,” however, do not 
read history. They contemplate in 
its place an approved collection of 
legends and slogans which they 
accept more uncriticaHy than any 
mediaevalist ever swallowed the 
tale of St. George and the Dragon. 
If, as it appears, doctrinal opposi- 
tion is really ceasing, it is simply 
because non-Catholic Christianity 
has precious little doctrine left, 
even for argument’s sake, 

(Here, as elsewhere in this arti- 
tle, we speak in general, not of in- 
dividuals; particularly not of the 
many convinced non-Catholic min- 
isters and laymen who have re- 
mained faithful to the truth as 
God has given them to see it.) 

Like the word “progressive,” the 
word ‘liberal” has been criminally 
abused. As with gH words, there 
is a perfectly good and worthy 
sense in whieh both may be used. 
But not everyone who calls him- 
self progressive is so, nor does the 
title “liberal” make a man one. 

The “laissez faire” capitalists 
who hitched children and women 
to carts in the lish coal-mines 
called themselves liberals. It was 
a violation of their sacred liber- 
ties, they said, for anyone to inter- 
fere in their business, to require 
them to pay a living wage and 
treat their workers with decency. 
The great liberal names of the 
day—Defoe, Locke, Malthus, Hume, 
Cobden—sang the praises of this 
system. The poor, said the liber- 
als, were responsible for their own 
poverty, because of their “luxury, 
pride, and sloth.”

The liberal tack now predomin- 
ant in the United States is that 
the Catholic Church here is seek- 
ing a union of church and state. 
We can look for an intensification 
of this charge, now that the Hier- 
archy (in company with some of 
the best legal opinion in America) 
has questioned the Supreme Court 
decision in “the McCollum case,” 
regarding released time from pub- 
lic school attendance for religious 
instruction. 


We Don’t Seek Union 
Of Church And State 


The Catholic Church is no more 
seeking a union of church and 
state than is the Supreme Court. 
Neither is it a union of church 
and state to provide for the reli- 
gious education of the nation’s 
youth in a way agreeable to their 
tax-paying parents. (As the Jour- 
nal of the American Bar Associa- 
tion asked in reference to the Mc- 
Collum decision: “Was not the free 
exercise of religion denied by what 
the Court did rather than by the 
state law ?”) 
“Union of church and state,” is 
the scare-phrase under which liber- 
alism attacks its most powerful 
foe in the battle to secularize 
America. Liberalism, following the 
modern spirit, has now almost com- 
pletely divested itself of its in- 
herited Christian culture. Amer- 
ica, however,,was built on this tra- 
dition of religion and morality: 
and it is this tradition that the 
Church defends. 
Conflict is inevitable. The Church’ 
has been attacked as antisocial, re- 
actionary, intransignent, antiquat- 
ed throughout her many centuries. 
In the days of “the divine right 
of kings” she was denounced, in the 
person of Cardinal Bellarmine, for 
asserting the unalienable rights of 
man, for maintaining that just 
government exists from the con- 
sent of the governed. This was 
democracy, a terrible thought to 
the contemporary mind: In these 
days of democracy she is de- 
nounced for asserting the eternal 
laws of the universe which cannot 
be changed simply by a counting 
of noses either “aye” or “nay.” 
Conflict is inevitable because the 
Catholic Church is built upon a 
divine promise. At times, to pre- 
serve the freedom to carry out her 


speak softly, walk quietly, yield 
her rights. But she has never been 
able to compromise her principles. 
Thus she is not, and cannot be, a 
“liberal” religion. Thus she has 
met with opposition; other reli- 
gions, which are not divine, have 
only changed with it.

In all the colonies 
Catholicism was forbidden, some- 
times under the extreme penalty: 
The first minister in Boston, John 
Cotton, fulminated against “that 
devil’s doctrine, toleration.” But 
now that the swing has come full 
circle, history has beén forgotten, 
Catholics are lectured on a “tradi- 
tional principle” that never exist- 
ed ...and the Church is attacked 
because she must insist that reli- 
gion is not a matter of complete 
indifference in the sight of God 
and society. 


Every whim of a reviving pagan- 
ism has received the soothing bless- 
ing of religion, save in the Catho-

Remember profession fields must 
be continuously cleared, cultivated, 
re-rooted, nourished and tenderly 
cared for or those fields will be- 
come sour. The professional “crops” 
will be poor. Professional endeavors 
cannot be assessed by hours. Look 
to the start in youth. Follow the 
unceasing efforts day-in-and-day- 
out through the years. Consider 
what the sincere and successful 
professionals have to give the 
world. You waste time and you are 
unfair in your-appreciations when 
you think, or say: “It is easy for 
him!” Or, “She doesn’t work!” Or, 
“She turns her feat as easily as 
a kitten jumps for a butterfly.” 


That is all you know about it. 
That man has sweat thousands and 
thousands of hours to get where 
he is. That woman has denied her- 
self pleasures that she might excel 
in her profession. She too, has 
studied, concentrated, experienced, 
suffered, observed, lived that she 
could give herself to others, but 
most of all that she will know how 
to save her soul, how to love her 
God, and how to give Him honor. 

But I admit not all such men nor 
all such women’s ambition for their 
Creator’s glory, for their neigh- 
bors’ good, for their soul’s sancti- 
fication. Even these spiritually un- 
dedicated ones deserve earthy suc- 
cess in their chosen professions, 
and good financial awards. They 
are equipped, They excell. They are 
gifted and prepared to deliver. 
They have the know how. “Know 
how” can command a price. 


The Price of Sanctity 

The price of learning Christ, the 
payoff for growing in friendship 
with God, is a habitual tax. First, 
there is the gratuity: Christ’s re- 
demption, His outpouring graces, 
His extraordinary gifts, even His 
pursuing invitations which may be- 
come so urgent as to be practically 
compulsions (though God never 
takes the freedom to choose from a 


soul ... Remember this!) After the}. 


gift comes the tax to which I have 
referred. 

The soul must pay this tax, if 
it fails to regain peace, it must re- 
pent and return to God with sorrow 
and love, with firm resolution not 
to sin, with His grace to sustain 
weakness. The soul must reject 
evil. For the foundation on which 
goodness is built is the solid hard 
stone of rejection of sin, 


But the soul must be patient 
with its own weakness. It must 
know its potentialities for evil. It 
prompt mart {unless God supports

sin has not suffocated the soul, ev- 
eryone should go to confession, 
The Sacrament of Penance 
strengthens the soul. Through it 
new light penetrates the mind and 
the heart grows more tender and 
sensitive to the love of God and 
turns more readily from sin. As 
to prayer One should pray always, 
whether at work, at play; whether 
in joy or in sorrow; whether wak- 
ing or sleeping. For one should 
slumber in prayer; that is to say, 
rest should be offered to God. It 
will be a sweet rest then. Angels 
will hover over the bed in protec- 
tion. Christ’s shoulder will be the 
soul’s pillow, All will bé well. 


If you are an intellectualist, you 
can be a mystic. If you are a dancer 
or a night club entertainer, you can 
be a mystic. If you drive the city’s 
sanitary trucks, you can be a mys- 
tic. If you are a wife—a mother 
—a daughter—a sister— or, if you 
are all alone in the world, ne- 
glected, unloved by man, scorned, 
kicked and buffeted, you can be a 
mystic. All you men whether your 
work is professional, or executive, 
whether you are farmers, mechan- 
ics, day laborers, or whatever you 
are, can be mystics. All you have 
to do is to pray from the heart— 
Live in the presence of God—Love 
Him, It is that simple. 


St. Teresa was a true mystic. 
The Chureh say so. The Church is 
always right. For the Church 1s 
Christ. Not the materia] edifice, 
though that is sacrosanct when it 
houses God; not the material organ- 
ization that is to be respected, sus- 
tained, and heeded that is, 
Christ’s representatives are to be 
revered and His “other Christ’s are 
to be followed. Should one err— 
should one publicly seandalize—oh, 
my friends, quickly get on your 
knees* and pray for that soul.. 
Hound Christ for extraordinary 
graces that will bring him back to 
the base of the Cross. Usually, in- 
subordinations come from pride, 
though sometimes human misund- 
erstandings cripple the weak and 
promote rebellion. Occasionally, na- 
tural concupiscence leads God’s 
chosen ones away; but not often. 
Christ nourishes His priests at 
the Altar. Christ loves them with 
a special love . . .But pray, oh, 
pray for our Priests Do not be- 
come their judges but their sup- 
pliants before God. And above all, 
tie your tongues. All malicious 
gossip is heinous, but gossip about 
Christ’s specially called—His shad- 
ows—is especially vicious. 

Here’s St. Teresa Again! 
But coming back to St. Teresa 
. .. 1 lost her in the masonry when 
I began to build on words about the 
Church and Christ’s anointed ones

On The Bowery 
In New York 


WO months ago today I went to 

New York for a week’s visit. 
I had the most wonderful time in 
that great city. New York houses 
friendly people . . . people who are 
eager to be kind . . . people who 
are full of helpfulness . . . people 
who make you giad that you came 
to the great Island Metropolis with 
its five thickly populated buroughs. 
New Jerseyites are of the same 
pleasing calibre simply de- 
lightful folks. Oh, what an exhil- 
arating time I had in New Jersey. 
And how thrilling the drive along 
the Hudson in October with the 
gorgeous Jersey Palisades in com- 
petitive colors, each tree daring the 
other to outshine it. And then that 
drive up to Bear Mountain, and the 
visions of West Point, Graymoor, 
Peekskill, and all the other places 
of national note and many of Cath- 
olic significance. 


But greatest joy and gratitude 
centered in my Visit to the Eastern 
Shrine of the Little Flower, at 
Englewood, New Jersey, where my 
revered friend, Father Albert Dol- 
an, dwells with his Carmelite 
brothers (in religion). There I was 
privileged to converse with Father 
Leo Walter, Carmelite Provincial, 
and receive his blessing, and be- 
sides visiting with Father Dolan, 
I also met Father Ronald Gray, his 
capable and genial assistant. An- 
other time I will tell you about 
the Shrine there, honoring St. 
Therese. 


Before I get into my Bowery 
Story I must relate that two good 
friends, who knew New York and 
its environs from A to Z, and all 
the interesting throughfares and 
byways and erevices composing 
that environment—alphabet, gave 
me the hospitality of their ear for 
three unforgettable day. For hours 
we drove,—dquietly, informatively, 
and happily. Really, friends, I too 
know New York now ... know it 
with affection, know it with de- 
sire to return, which, please God, 
I will do in the spring.

Throughout His Entire Priesthood 
Father (And Bishop) Noll) Has 
- Propagated The Faith 


Within a year following his ordination, Father Noll was 
made pastor at Ligonier and Kendallville, where Catholics 
were then poorly instructed and the non-Catholics knew prac- 
tically nothing about the faith. Ligonier had been the resi- 
dence of a priest only one year, and Kendallville had been a 
mission from Avilla for many years. At both places, there- 
fore, he conducted sermon ‘courses for the non-Catholics 
which, of course, all the Catholics attended better than they 
would have if ‘the sermons had been for them alone. The 
Question Box was used and patronized generously by an 
audience that crowded the little churches to capacity. 

While at Besancon, to which place he was transferred 
from Kendallville, Father Noll, during the pastorate of Rev. 
Patrick Roche, conducted similar lecture courses in the 
Cathedral for both the Catholics and non-Catholics of Fort 
Wayne. 

His next transfer was to Hartford City where he con- 
ducted similar courses every year for four years, and where, 
on a few occasions, he rented the Opera House in order to 
speak to a larger number. 

After his transfer from Hartford City to Huntington, 
he carried out the same program. This was just at a time 
when a campaign against the Church was being inaugurated 
by two Socialist Parties of the United States. In fact it was 
due to this campaign that Father Noll founded Our Sunday 
Visitor in 1912, one year after the Socialist Party began the 
publication of The Menace at Aurora, Missouri. After The 
Appeal to Reason (Socialist) and The Menace (founded by 
the Socialists) prepared the way for an all-out anti-Catholic 
drive more than one hundred men and women took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to make an easy living by touring the 
country as “traveling lecturers.’’ Under the auspices of the 
above-mentioned paper, some posed as ex-priests, others as 
ex-nuns, others as “converted Catholics.” In order to counter- 
act their influence Father Noll had Our Sunday Visitor offer 
a $1,000.00 reward for proof of any one among sixteen dif- 
ferent accusations then being circulated against the Church. 
He even authorized any Catholic priest or layman in the 
United States to make the same offer in the name of Our 
Sunday Visitor, yet this publication never had to pay that 
reward. . 

Some of these traveling “patriots” claimed to have been. 
born in Canada, England,.Australia, and other parts of the 
world. Hence Father Noll took the trouble to correspond 
with clergy in those parts, with mayors of cities, in order to 
learn something about their antecedents. 

Pastors throughout the United States were requested to 
send someone to hear the lecture of any one who posed as an 
ex-priest or as an ex-nun, and to ask the man who claimed to 
have left the priesthood. “where, when and by whom were 
you ordained?” In every Chancery Office.a record is kept of 
every priest ordained for the local diocese, and every Relig- 
ious Community has a record of those ordained for it. 
Whenever the lecturer hesitated to answer these questions, 
he at once created in his audience a suspicion about the 
truthfulness of his claims. If he did give the name of the 
place where he was alleged to have. been ordained, that ad- 
dress was sent to Father Noll and immediate steps were 
taken to ascertain whether he had ever been a priest or not. 

The result was the publicatien by Father Noll of a book 
entitled “Defamers of the Church,” which contained char- 
acter sketches of more than one hundred, but only a few 
— them had been priests or nuns. The others were all

But the method used to bring discredit on The Menace, 
which had more than 1,000,000 circulation, was to expose 
the characters of the men’who founded it.

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rous papers, and who had attended talks delivered by. fakirs 
were driven to shame, and began #%® denounce their clergy 
who had either given the use of his church to the mounte- 
banks or given them a favorable announcement from the 
pulpit. In those days we had the Guardians of Liberty, the 
Knights of Luther, and other similar organizations which 
preyed on the bigotry stirred up by men who were neither 
Christian nor American-minded. Many of them had had 
jail or penitentiary records, . 


After some years there was a new outbreak in the south 
and midwest through the organization known as the Ku Klux 
Klan, which also capitalized on the ill feeling existing in 
many communities against Catholics, Jews, Negroes. But 
these were mere pretenses for the founding of the Ku Klux 
Klan. Its purpose was chiefly political and financial. No one 
but the high officers in the Klan profited from initiation fees 
and the sale of garbs. After a strong organization was built 
up, as it was in Indiana, with about 200,000 members, 
matched almost equally by a similar organization for 
women, the leaders played with a political party of that state 
and promised to throw its strong vote to that party in return 
for favors. The final result was the imprisonment of the 
leader of the Klan in Indiana, and also of the highest 
National Officer of the Klan in Georgia, not for their intol- 
erant activities, but because they were charged with per- 
sonal crimes against the civil law. 


During the past thirty-five years Our Sunday Visitor 
has been the address to which the average Catholic instinct- 
ively turns for information concerning men and movements, 
and even Bishop Noll’s home office is the recipient of mail 
every day from distant quarters inquiring about this or 
that, or requesting the answer to certain charges made by 
Protestant churchmen whether in the pulpit or in the sec- 
tarian press. 


Most of the books written by Bishop Noll, designed to 
counteract anti-Catholic activities, carry answers given by 
Protestants rather than by Catholics, Those who truly know 
the Catholic religion, and have acquaintance with Catholics 
who practice their religion well, are not bigots, are not in- 
tolerant, are not unfriendly. The Catholic Church is 
attacked most and invites the greatest opposition in areas 
where her members are too few to be any sort of danger. 


From his long experience with enemies of the 
Church Bishop Noll has learned that they are also enemies of 
our Republic and, for the most part, of Christianity itself. 
Today the chief accusers of the Catholic Church have no 
more love for Protestantism than for Catholicism. They dis- 
like both, but by representing that they are after the Catholic 
Church only, they win the cooperation of Protestant church- 
men, and of a large number of non-Catholic people who, 
having been reared in prejudice, favor at least that part of 
an atheistic or an anti-Christian program, not realizing that 
Protestantism would fall hard if the voice of the Catholic 
Church, the only voice proclaiming the fyndamentals of

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State Is Not 
End In Self, 
Lawyers Warn

Buenos Aires—(NC)—A remind- 
er that “the State is not an end in 
itself, but only a means for promot- 
ing the common good“ has been 
given to the Argentine people by 
St. Alphonsus Liguori Association 
of Catholic Lawyers. The warning 
was contained in a statement re- 
leased by the association in connec- 
tion with the constitutional reform 
to be carried out by the newly 
elected Constituent Assembly at 
the beginning of next year. 


The statement points out that 
the rights of the church must be 


respected, those pertaining to the 
purely spiritual field as well as 


those belonging to the vast mixed 
field in which the authority of the 
Church and tha. of the civil power 


overlap. 

The State “must be held back in 
the face of those rights which God 
Himself, as the Creator of nature, 
inalienably conferred upon man- 
kind.” the attorneys declared. 

The statement, which repeatedly 
mentioned the Social Code_ of 
Malines, the writings of Leo XIII 
and of Pius XII, and the “Summa 
Theologica” of St. Thomas Aquin- 
us, declared that the structure of 
the State should be based mainly 
on the Christian concept of the 
“the common good.” 

It did not, however, give any 
opinion as to how public power 
should be organized. Other law- 
yer’s groups have said that any 
constitutional reform must guar- 
antee the independence of the Ju- 
dicial power, as an essential re- 
quirement of the modern state. 

On the other hand, various Cath- 
olic writers have asked that there 
be included in the new constitution 
a declaration of family rights, 
pointing out the beneficial results 
which such a provision would have 
toward a wholesome population in- 
crease in Argentina and toward the 
morals of the country.

A military tribunal in Cracow 
sentenced Mother Herminia Olej- 
nik, Superior of the convent of the 
Little Sisters of the Immaculate 
Conception at Krynica, to five years 
in prison, and the Rev. Wojciech 
Zygmunt of Zegiestow to a six-year 
term. They were accused of as 
sisting one Irena Mastalski, who 
was suspected of underground ac- 
tivities. 

Charged with knowing of the ac- 
tivities of an underground group 
and not reporting to the security 
police, the Rev. Michal Kue of Da- 
browka was given one year in pri- 
son by the same tribunal. Seven- 
ty persons allegedly belonging to 
or assisting the same group are 
also under arrest.
